Apropos of a bird battle which oc­ 
curred lately in the south of iielan d , 
the stran ge* stories of some w-'irJ an d 
won d erful 
biid

the city of Cork, in October, 1G2Î, an d 
the other ovr^r Dublin on Christmas 
eve of lfi41, accoun ts have appeared 
in the press, says tiie Boston Globe. 
The chron icler of the battle wiiich 
was fought 'in the skies above the 
city of (^ork in October, 1621. p’^pface's 
the story by ad mittin g 
“to 
report 
stran ge or ad mirable accid en ts is sub­ 
ject both to d an ger an d d isgrace— 
to d an ger, in that they be held as 
prod igious or omin ous; to d isgrace, in 
that they may be reputed fabulous.” 
But, he says, be d oes n ot fear d isgrace 
because he is able to free himself 
from an y suspicion “by certiflrate of 
letters from right hon orable person s 
in Irelan d , where the accid evt* fell 
out, to right hon orable person s at 
court, an d d ivers in Ix>n d on 
this 
presen t: as also by the testimon y of 
right hon orable an d worshipful per­ 
son s an d otHers of good reputation 
n ow in Lon d on , w^ho were eyewitt^ess- 
ei, behold in g the same d urin g I the 
time it con tin ued .” 
( 
Thus fortified with the co’-robora- 
tive testimon y of right hon orable an d 
w^orshipful person s the story of this 
stran ge battle of the bird s may be 
told . 
They were startin g an d th^y be­ 
gan to muster in the open in g rays of 
October. 
Some, we read , camo* from 
the east, others from the west, rn d so 
accord in gly (hey placed themselves 
eastward an d westward of the city. 
The citizen s more curiously observ- 
jin g, n oted that d urin g the time they 
j assembled the stares 
of

sought their meat eastward , as the 
stares of the w^est d id the like west­ 
ward , n o on e flyin g in the circuit of 
the other.

with at on e in stan t took win g, an d so. 
moun tin g up in to the skies, en coun ­ 
tered on e an other w'ith such a terrible 
bhock as the sorn d amazed the whole 
city an d all th^ behold ers. T/pon this 
Fud d en an d fierce en coun ter there fell 
d own in to the city an d in to the river 
multitud es of stares, some with win gs 
broken , some with eyes pick';d out, 
Iroken , some with eyes picekd out. 
some v.ith their bills thrust in to the 
breasts an d sid es of their ad versaries 
-n so stran ge a man n er that it were 
in cred ible, except it were con firmed 
by letters of cred it an d by eye-wit­ 
n esses.” 
After the fii^t shock of the on set 
the con flict was ren ewed with re­ 
d oubled fury, ard the “most ad mira­ 
ble an d violen t, battle” was con tin ued 
till a little before n ight.

“stareV’ were Sabbatarian s, 
the battle was d iscon tin ued , but on 
Mon d ay it began again with most d is­

The Dird s “moun t

ether W'ith like violen t assault as for­ 


m e r l y they had d on e, an d fell in to 
the city upon tn e houses an d in to the 
river, woun d e-I an d slaughtered in 
like man n er ar, is before reported ; 
but at this last battle there was a 
kite, a raven an d a crow, all three 
foun d d ead in the streets, “ren t, torn 
an d man gled . ' 
So en d ed the Bird s 
Battle of Cori:, which, it may be as 
well to remark again , is spoken ito by 
“right hon orable an d w'orshipful per­ 
son s.”
